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AN ACT relating to taxation. 1 

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the Commonwealth of Kentucky: 2 

Section 1.   KRS 132.010 is amended to read as follows: 3 

As used in this chapter, unless the context otherwise requires: 4 

(1) "Department" means the Department of Revenue; 5 

(2) "Taxpayer" means any person made liable by law to file a return or pay a tax; 6 

(3) "Real property" includes all lands within this state and improvements thereon; 7 

(4) "Personal property" includes every species and character of property, tangible and 8 

intangible, other than real property; 9 

(5) "Resident" means any person who has taken up a place of abode within this state 10 

with the intention of continuing to abide in this state; any person who has had his or 11 

her actual or habitual place of abode in this state for the larger portion of the twelve 12 

(12) months next preceding the date as of which an assessment is due to be made 13 

shall be deemed to have intended to become a resident of this state; 14 

(6) "Compensating tax rate" means that rate which, rounded to the next higher one-15 

tenth of one cent ($0.001) per one hundred dollars ($100) of assessed value and 16 

applied to the current year's assessment of the property subject to taxation by a 17 

taxing district, excluding new property and personal property, produces an amount 18 

of revenue approximately equal to that produced in the preceding year from real 19 

property. However, in no event shall the compensating tax rate be a rate which, 20 

when applied to the total current year assessment of all classes of taxable property, 21 

produces an amount of revenue less than was produced in the preceding year from 22 

all classes of taxable property. For purposes of this subsection, "property subject to 23 

taxation" means the total fair cash value of all property subject to full local rates, 24 

less the total valuation exempted from taxation by the homestead exemption 25 

provision of the Constitution and the difference between the fair cash value and 26 

agricultural or horticultural value of agricultural or horticultural land; 27 
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(7) "Net assessment growth" means the difference between: 1 

(a) The total valuation of property subject to taxation by the county, city, school 2 

district, or special district in the preceding year, less the total valuation 3 

exempted from taxation by the homestead exemption provision of the 4 

Constitution in the current year over that exempted in the preceding year, and 5 

(b) The total valuation of property subject to taxation by the county, city, school 6 

district, or special district for the current year; 7 

(8) "New property" means the net difference in taxable value between real property 8 

additions and deletions to the property tax roll for the current year. "Real property 9 

additions" shall mean: 10 

(a) Property annexed or incorporated by a municipal corporation, or any other 11 

taxing jurisdiction; however, this definition shall not apply to property 12 

acquired through the merger or consolidation of school districts, or the 13 

transfer of property from one (1) school district to another; 14 

(b) Property, the ownership of which has been transferred from a tax-exempt 15 

entity to a nontax-exempt entity; 16 

(c) The value of improvements to existing nonresidential property; 17 

(d) The value of new residential improvements to property; 18 

(e) The value of improvements to existing residential property when the 19 

improvement increases the assessed value of the property by fifty percent 20 

(50%) or more; 21 

(f) Property created by the subdivision of unimproved property, provided, that 22 

when the[such] property is reclassified from farm to subdivision by the 23 

property valuation administrator, the value of the[such] property as a farm 24 

shall be a deletion from that category; 25 

(g) Property exempt from taxation, as an inducement for industrial or business 26 

use, at the expiration of its tax exempt status; 27 
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(h) Property, the tax rate of which will change, according to the provisions of 1 

KRS 82.085, to reflect additional urban services to be provided by the taxing 2 

jurisdiction, provided, however, that the[such] property shall be considered 3 

"real property additions" only in proportion to the additional urban services to 4 

be provided to the property over the urban services previously provided; and 5 

(i) The value of improvements to real property previously under assessment 6 

moratorium. 7 

 "Real property deletions" shall be limited to the value of real property removed 8 

from, or reduced over the preceding year on, the property tax roll for the current 9 

year; 10 

(9) "Agricultural land" means: 11 

(a) Any tract of land, including all income-producing improvements, of at least 12 

ten (10) contiguous acres in area used for the production of livestock, 13 

livestock products, poultry, poultry products and/or the growing of tobacco 14 

and/or other crops including timber; 15 

(b) Any tract of land, including all income-producing improvements, of at least 16 

five (5) contiguous acres in area commercially used for aquaculture; or 17 

(c) Any tract of land devoted to and meeting the requirements and qualifications 18 

for payments pursuant to agriculture programs under an agreement with the 19 

state or federal government; 20 

(10) "Horticultural land" means any tract of land, including all income-producing 21 

improvements, of at least five (5) contiguous acres in area commercially used for 22 

the cultivation of a garden, orchard, or the raising of fruits or nuts, vegetables, 23 

flowers, or ornamental plants; 24 

(11) "Agricultural or horticultural value" means the use value of "agricultural or 25 

horticultural land" based upon income-producing capability and comparable sales of 26 

farmland purchased for farm purposes where the price is indicative of farm use 27 
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value, excluding sales representing purchases for farm expansion, better 1 

accessibility, and other factors which inflate the purchase price beyond farm use 2 

value, if any, considering the following factors as they affect a taxable unit: 3 

(a) Relative percentages of tillable land, pasture land, and woodland; 4 

(b) Degree of productivity of the soil; 5 

(c) Risk of flooding; 6 

(d) Improvements to and on the land that relate to the production of income; 7 

(e) Row crop capability including allotted crops other than tobacco; 8 

(f) Accessibility to all-weather roads and markets; and 9 

(g) Factors which affect the general agricultural or horticultural economy, such 10 

as: interest, price of farm products, cost of farm materials and supplies, labor, 11 

or any economic factor which would affect net farm income; 12 

(12) "Deferred tax" means the difference in the tax based on agricultural or horticultural 13 

value and the tax based on fair cash value; 14 

(13) "Homestead" means real property maintained as the permanent residence of the 15 

owner with all land and improvements adjoining and contiguous thereto including 16 

but not limited to lawns, drives, flower or vegetable gardens, outbuildings, and all 17 

other land connected thereto; 18 

(14) "Residential unit" means all or that part of real property occupied as the permanent 19 

residence of the owner; 20 

(15) "Special benefits" are those which are provided by public works not financed 21 

through the general tax levy but through special assessments against the benefited 22 

property; 23 

(16) "Mobile home" means a structure, transportable in one (1) or more sections, which 24 

when erected on site measures eight (8) body feet or more in width and thirty-two 25 

(32) body feet or more in length, and which is built on a permanent chassis and 26 

designed to be used as a dwelling, with or without a permanent foundation, when 27 
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connected to the required utilities, and includes the plumbing, heating, air-1 

conditioning, and electrical systems contained therein. It may be used as a place of 2 

residence, business, profession, or trade by the owner, lessee, or their assigns and 3 

may consist of one (1) or more units that can be attached or joined together to 4 

comprise an integral unit or condominium structure; 5 

(17) "Recreational vehicle" means a vehicular type unit primarily designed as temporary 6 

living quarters for recreational, camping, or travel use, which either has its own 7 

motive power or is mounted on or drawn by another vehicle. The basic entities are: 8 

travel trailer, camping trailer, truck camper, and motor home. 9 

(a) Travel trailer: A vehicular unit, mounted on wheels, designed to provide 10 

temporary living quarters for recreational, camping, or travel use, and of 11 

a[such] size or weight that does[as] not[ to] require special highway 12 

movement permits when drawn by a motorized vehicle, and with a living area 13 

of less than two hundred twenty (220) square feet, excluding built-in 14 

equipment (such as wardrobes, closets, cabinets, kitchen units or fixtures) and 15 

bath and toilet rooms. 16 

(b) Camping trailer: A vehicular portable unit mounted on wheels and constructed 17 

with collapsible partial side walls which fold for towing by another vehicle 18 

and unfold at the camp site to provide temporary living quarters for 19 

recreational, camping, or travel use. 20 

(c) Truck camper: A portable unit constructed to provide temporary living 21 

quarters for recreational, travel, or camping use, consisting of a roof, floor, 22 

and sides, designed to be loaded onto and unloaded from the bed of a pick-up 23 

truck. 24 

(d) Motor home: A vehicular unit designed to provide temporary living quarters 25 

for recreational, camping, or travel use built on or permanently attached to a 26 

self-propelled motor vehicle chassis or on a chassis cab or van which is an 27 
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integral part of the completed vehicle; 1 

(18) "Hazardous substances" shall have the meaning provided in KRS 224.1-400; 2 

(19) "Pollutant or contaminant" shall have the meaning provided in KRS 224.1-400; 3 

(20) "Release" shall have the meaning as provided in either or both KRS 224.1-400 and 4 

KRS 224.60-115; 5 

(21) "Qualifying voluntary environmental remediation property" means real property 6 

subject to the provisions of KRS 224.1-400 and 224.1-405, or 224.60-135 where the 7 

Energy and Environment Cabinet has made a determination that: 8 

(a) All releases of hazardous substances, pollutants, contaminants, petroleum, or 9 

petroleum products at the property occurred prior to the property owner's 10 

acquisition of the property; 11 

(b) The property owner has made all appropriate inquiry into previous ownership 12 

and uses of the property in accordance with generally accepted practices prior 13 

to the acquisition of the property; 14 

(c) The property owner or a responsible party has provided all legally required 15 

notices with respect to hazardous substances, pollutants, contaminants, 16 

petroleum, or petroleum products found at the property; 17 

(d) The property owner is in compliance with all land use restrictions and does 18 

not impede the effectiveness or integrity of any institutional control; 19 

(e) The property owner complied with any information request or administrative 20 

subpoena under KRS Chapter 224; and 21 

(f) The property owner is not affiliated with any person who is potentially liable 22 

for the release of hazardous substances, pollutants, contaminants, petroleum, 23 

or petroleum products on the property pursuant to KRS 224.1-400, 224.1-405, 24 

or 224.60-135, through: 25 

1. Direct or indirect familial relationship; 26 

2. Any contractual, corporate, or financial relationship, excluding 27 
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relationships created by instruments conveying or financing title or by 1 

contracts for sale of goods or services; or 2 

3. Reorganization of a business entity that was potentially liable; 3 

(22) "Intangible personal property" means stocks, mutual funds, money market funds, 4 

bonds, loans, notes, mortgages, accounts receivable, land contracts, cash, credits, 5 

patents, trademarks, copyrights, tobacco base, allotments, annuities, deferred 6 

compensation, retirement plans, and any other type of personal property that is not 7 

tangible personal property; 8 

(23) (a) "County" means any county, consolidated local government, urban-county 9 

government, unified local government, or charter county government; 10 

(b) "Fiscal court" means the legislative body of any county, consolidated local 11 

government, urban-county government, unified local government, or charter 12 

county government; and 13 

(c) "County judge/executive" means the chief executive officer of any county, 14 

consolidated local government, urban-county government, unified local 15 

government, or charter county government; 16 

(24) "Taxing district" means any entity with the authority to levy a local ad valorem tax, 17 

including special purpose governmental entities; 18 

(25) "Special purpose governmental entity" shall have the same meaning as in KRS 19 

65A.010, and as used in this chapter shall include only those special purpose 20 

governmental entities with the authority to levy ad valorem taxes, and that are not 21 

specifically exempt from the provisions of this chapter by another provision of the 22 

Kentucky Revised Statutes; 23 

(26) (a) "Broadcast" means the transmission of audio, video, or other signals, through 24 

any electronic, radio, light, or similar medium or method now in existence or 25 

later devised over the airwaves to the public in general. 26 

(b) "Broadcast" shall not apply to operations performed by multichannel video 27 
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programming service providers as defined in KRS 136.602 or any other 1 

operations that transmit audio, video, or other signals, exclusively to persons 2 

for a fee;[ and] 3 

(27) "Livestock" means cattle, sheep, swine, goats, horses, alpacas, llamas, buffaloes, 4 

and any other animals of the bovine, ovine, porcine, caprine, equine, or camelid 5 

species;  6 

(28) "Heavy equipment rental agreement" means the short-term rental contract under 7 

which qualified heavy equipment is rented without an operator for a period: 8 

(a) Not to exceed three hundred sixty-five (365) days; or 9 

(b) That is open-ended under the terms of the contract with no specified end 10 

date; 11 

(29) "Heavy equipment rental company" means an entity that is primarily engaged in 12 

a line of business described in Code 532412 or 532310 of the North American 13 

Industry Classification System Manual in effect on January 1, 2019; and 14 

(30) "Qualified heavy equipment" means machinery and equipment, including 15 

ancillary equipment and any attachments used in conjunction with the 16 

machinery and equipment, that is: 17 

(a) Primarily used and designed for construction, mining, forestry, or 18 

industrial purposes, including but not limited to cranes, earthmoving 19 

equipment, well-drilling machinery and equipment, lifts, material handling 20 

equipment, pumps, generators, and pollution reducing equipment; and 21 

(b) Held in a heavy equipment rental company's inventory for: 22 

1. Rental under a heavy equipment rental agreement; or 23 

2. Sale in the regular course of business. 24 

Section 2.   KRS 132.020 is amended to read as follows: 25 

(1) The owner or person assessed shall pay an annual ad valorem tax for state purposes 26 

at the rate of: 27 
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(a) Thirty-one and one-half cents ($0.315) upon each one hundred dollars ($100) 1 

of value of all real property directed to be assessed for taxation; 2 

(b) Twenty-five cents ($0.25) upon each one hundred dollars ($100) of value of 3 

all motor vehicles qualifying for permanent registration as historic motor 4 

vehicles under KRS 186.043; 5 

(c) Fifteen cents ($0.15) upon each one hundred dollars ($100) of value of all: 6 

1. Machinery actually engaged in manufacturing; 7 

2. Commercial radio and television equipment used to receive, capture, 8 

produce, edit, enhance, modify, process, store, convey, or transmit 9 

audio or video content or electronic signals which are broadcast over 10 

the air to an antenna, including radio and television towers used to 11 

transmit or facilitate the transmission of the signal broadcast and 12 

equipment used to gather or transmit weather information, but 13 

excluding telephone and cellular communication towers; and 14 

3. Tangible personal property which has been certified as a pollution 15 

control facility as defined in KRS 224.1-300. In the case of tangible 16 

personal property certified as a pollution control facility which is 17 

incorporated into a landfill facility, the tangible personal property 18 

shall be presumed to remain tangible personal property for purposes 19 

of this paragraph if the tangible personal property is being used for its 20 

intended purposes; 21 

(d) Ten cents ($0.10) per one hundred dollars ($100) of value on the operating 22 

property of railroads or railway companies that operate solely within the 23 

Commonwealth; 24 

(e) Five cents ($0.05) upon each one hundred dollars ($100) of value of goods 25 

held for sale in the regular course of business, which includes: 26 

1. Machinery and equipment held in a retailer's inventory for sale or 27 
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lease originating under a floor plan financing arrangement; 1 

2. Motor vehicles: 2 

a. Held for sale in the inventory of a licensed motor vehicle dealer, 3 

including licensed motor vehicle auction dealers, which are not 4 

currently titled and registered in Kentucky and are held on an 5 

assignment pursuant to KRS 186A.230; or 6 

b. That are in the possession of a licensed motor vehicle dealer, 7 

including licensed motor vehicle auction dealers, for sale, 8 

although ownership has not been transferred to the dealer; 9 

3. Raw materials, which includes distilled spirits and distilled spirits 10 

inventory; 11 

4. In-process materials, which includes distilled spirits and distilled 12 

spirits inventory, held for incorporation in finished goods held for sale 13 

in the regular course of business; and 14 

5. Qualified heavy equipment; 15 

(f) One and one-half cents ($0.015) upon each one hundred dollars ($100) of 16 

value of all: 17 

1. Privately owned leasehold interests in industrial buildings, as defined 18 

under KRS 103.200, owned and financed by a tax-exempt governmental 19 

unit, or tax-exempt statutory authority under the provisions of KRS 20 

Chapter 103, upon the prior approval of the Kentucky Economic 21 

Development Finance Authority, except that the rate shall not apply to 22 

the proportion of value of the leasehold interest created through any 23 

private financing; 24 

2.[(c)] [One and one-half cents ($0.015) upon each one hundred dollars 25 

($100) of value of all ]Qualifying voluntary environmental remediation 26 

property, provided the property owner has corrected the effect of all 27 
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known releases of hazardous substances, pollutants, contaminants, 1 

petroleum, or petroleum products located on the property consistent with 2 

a corrective action plan approved by the Energy and Environment 3 

Cabinet pursuant to KRS 224.1-400, 224.1-405, or 224.60-135, and 4 

provided the cleanup was not financed through a public grant or the 5 

petroleum storage tank environmental assurance fund. This rate shall 6 

apply for a period of three (3) years following the Energy and 7 

Environment Cabinet's issuance of a No Further Action Letter or its 8 

equivalent, after which the regular tax rate shall apply; 9 

3.[(d)] [One and one-half cents ($0.015) upon each one hundred dollars 10 

($100) of value of all ]Tobacco directed to be assessed for taxation; 11 

4.[(e)] [One and one-half cents ($0.015) upon each one hundred dollars 12 

($100) of value of ]Unmanufactured agricultural products; 13 

5. Aircraft not used in the business of transporting persons or property 14 

for compensation or hire; and  15 

6. Federally documented vessels not used in the business of transporting 16 

persons or property for compensation or hire, or for other commercial 17 

purposes; 18 

(g)[(f)] One-tenth of one cent ($0.001) upon each one hundred dollars ($100) of 19 

value of all: 20 

1. Farm implements and farm machinery owned by or leased to a person 21 

actually engaged in farming and used in his farm operations; 22 

2.[(g)] [One-tenth of one cent ($0.001) upon each one hundred dollars 23 

($100) of value of all ]Livestock and domestic fowl; 24 

3.[(h)] [One-tenth of one cent ($0.001) upon each one hundred dollars 25 

($100) of value of all ]Tangible personal property located in a foreign 26 

trade zone established pursuant to 19 U.S.C. sec. 81, provided that the 27 
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zone is activated in accordance with the regulations of the United States 1 

Customs Service and the Foreign Trade Zones Board; and 2 

4.[(i)] [Fifteen cents ($0.15) upon each one hundred dollars ($100) of 3 

value of all machinery actually engaged in manufacturing; 4 

(j) Fifteen cents ($0.15) upon each one hundred dollars ($100) of value of 5 

all commercial radio and television equipment used to receive, capture, 6 

produce, edit, enhance, modify, process, store, convey, or transmit audio 7 

or video content or electronic signals which are broadcast over the air to 8 

an antenna, including radio and television towers used to transmit or 9 

facilitate the transmission of the signal broadcast and equipment used to 10 

gather or transmit weather information, but excluding telephone and 11 

cellular communication towers; 12 

(k) Fifteen cents ($0.15) upon each one hundred dollars ($100) of value of 13 

all tangible personal property which has been certified as a pollution 14 

control facility as defined in KRS 224.1-300. In the case of tangible 15 

personal property certified as a pollution control facility which is 16 

incorporated into a landfill facility, the tangible personal property shall 17 

be presumed to remain tangible personal property for purposes of this 18 

paragraph if the tangible personal property is being used for its intended 19 

purposes; 20 

(l) One-tenth of one cent ($0.001) upon each one hundred dollars ($100) of 21 

value of all ]Property which has been certified as an alcohol production 22 

facility as defined in KRS 247.910, or as a fluidized bed energy 23 

production facility as defined in KRS 211.390;[ 24 

(m) Twenty-five cents ($0.25) upon each one hundred dollars ($100) of 25 

value of motor vehicles qualifying for permanent registration as historic 26 

motor vehicles under the provisions of KRS 186.043; 27 
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(n) Five cents ($0.05) upon each one hundred dollars ($100) of value of 1 

goods held for sale in the regular course of business, which includes: 2 

1. Machinery and equipment held in a retailer's inventory for sale or lease 3 

originating under a floor plan financing arrangement; 4 

2. Motor vehicles: 5 

a. Held for sale in the inventory of a licensed motor vehicle dealer, 6 

including licensed motor vehicle auction dealers, which are not 7 

currently titled and registered in Kentucky and are held on an 8 

assignment pursuant to the provisions of KRS 186A.230; or 9 

b. That are in the possession of a licensed motor vehicle dealer, 10 

including licensed motor vehicle auction dealers, for sale, although 11 

ownership has not been transferred to the dealer; 12 

3. Raw materials, which includes distilled spirits and distilled spirits 13 

inventory; and 14 

4. In-process materials, which includes distilled spirits and distilled spirits 15 

inventory, held for incorporation in finished goods held for sale in the 16 

regular course of business; 17 

(o) Ten cents ($0.10) per one hundred dollars ($100) of assessed value on 18 

the operating property of railroads or railway companies that operate 19 

solely within the Commonwealth; 20 

(p) One and one-half cents ($0.015) per one hundred dollars ($100) of 21 

assessed value on aircraft not used in the business of transporting 22 

persons or property for compensation or hire; 23 

(q) One and one-half cents ($0.015) per one hundred dollars ($100) of 24 

assessed value on federally documented vessels not used in the business 25 

of transporting persons or property for compensation or hire, or for other 26 

commercial purposes;] and 27 
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(h)[(r)] Forty-five cents ($0.45) upon each one hundred dollars ($100) of value 1 

of all other property directed to be assessed for taxation shall be paid by the 2 

owner or person assessed, except as provided in KRS 132.030, 132.200, 3 

136.300, and 136.320, providing a different tax rate for particular property. 4 

(2) Notwithstanding subsection (1)(a) of this section, the state tax rate on real property 5 

shall be reduced to compensate for any increase in the aggregate assessed value of 6 

real property to the extent that the increase exceeds the preceding year's assessment 7 

by more than four percent (4%), excluding: 8 

(a) The assessment of new property as defined in KRS 132.010(8); 9 

(b) The assessment from property which is subject to tax increment financing 10 

pursuant to KRS Chapter 65; and 11 

(c) The assessment from leasehold property which is owned and financed by a 12 

tax-exempt governmental unit, or tax-exempt statutory authority under the 13 

provisions of KRS Chapter 103 and entitled to the reduced rate of one and 14 

one-half cents ($0.015) pursuant to subsection (1)(f)[(b)] of this section. In 15 

any year in which the aggregate assessed value of real property is less than the 16 

preceding year, the state rate shall be increased to the extent necessary to 17 

produce the approximate amount of revenue that was produced in the 18 

preceding year from real property. 19 

(3) By July 1 each year, the department shall compute the state tax rate applicable to 20 

real property for the current year in accordance with the provisions of subsection (2) 21 

of this section and certify the rate to the county clerks for their use in preparing the 22 

tax bills. If the assessments for all counties have not been certified by July 1, the 23 

department shall, when either real property assessments of at least seventy-five 24 

percent (75%) of the total number of counties of the Commonwealth have been 25 

determined to be acceptable by the department, or when the number of counties 26 

having at least seventy-five percent (75%) of the total real property assessment for 27 
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the previous year have been determined to be acceptable by the department, make 1 

an estimate of the real property assessments of the uncertified counties and compute 2 

the state tax rate. 3 

(4) If the tax rate set by the department as provided in subsection (2) of this section 4 

produces more than a four percent (4%) increase in real property tax revenues, 5 

excluding: 6 

(a) The revenue resulting from new property as defined in KRS 132.010(8); 7 

(b) The revenue from property which is subject to tax increment financing 8 

pursuant to KRS Chapter 65; and 9 

(c) The revenue from leasehold property which is owned and financed by a tax-10 

exempt governmental unit, or tax-exempt statutory authority under the 11 

provisions of KRS Chapter 103 and entitled to the reduced rate of one and 12 

one-half cents ($0.015) pursuant to subsection (1) of this section; 13 

 the rate shall be adjusted in the succeeding year so that the cumulative total of each 14 

year's property tax revenue increase shall not exceed four percent (4%) per year. 15 

(5) The provisions of subsection (2) of this section notwithstanding, the assessed value 16 

of unmined coal certified by the department after July 1, 1994, shall not be included 17 

with the assessed value of other real property in determining the state real property 18 

tax rate. All omitted unmined coal assessments made after July 1, 1994, shall also 19 

be excluded from the provisions of subsection (2) of this section. The calculated 20 

rate shall, however, be applied to unmined coal property, and the state revenue shall 21 

be devoted to the program described in KRS 146.550 to 146.570, except that four 22 

hundred thousand dollars ($400,000) of the state revenue shall be paid annually to 23 

the State Treasury and credited to the Office of Energy Policy for the purpose of 24 

public education of coal-related issues. 25 

Section 3.   KRS 132.360 is amended to read as follows: 26 

(1) Any assessment of tangible personal property listed with the property valuation 27 
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administrator or with the department[ of Revenue] as provided by KRS 132.220 1 

may be reopened by the department[ of Revenue] within five (5) years after the due 2 

date of the return, unless the assessed value has been established by a court of 3 

competent jurisdiction. If upon reopening the assessment the department finds that 4 

the assessment was less than the fair cash value and should be increased, it shall 5 

provide[give] notice[ thereof] to the taxpayer. If the taxpayer disagrees with the 6 

increase in the assessment, the taxpayer may protest the notice in accordance 7 

with KRS 131.110[, who may within forty-five (45) days thereafter protest to the 8 

department and offer evidence to show that no increase should be made. After the 9 

department has disposed of the protest, the taxpayer may appeal from any such 10 

additional assessment as provided by KRS 49.220 and 131.110]. 11 

(2) Upon the[such] assessment becoming final, the department shall certify the amount 12 

due to the taxpayer. The tax bill shall be handled and collected as an omitted tax 13 

bill, and the additional tax shall be subject to the same penalties and interest as the 14 

tax on omitted property voluntarily listed. 15 

Section 4.   KRS 134.810 is amended to read as follows: 16 

(1) All state, county, city, urban-county government, school, and special taxing district 17 

ad valorem taxes shall be due and payable on or before the earlier of the last day of 18 

the month in which registration renewal is required by law for a motor vehicle 19 

renewed or the last day of the month in which a vehicle is transferred. 20 

(2) All state, county, city, urban-county government, school, and special taxing district 21 

ad valorem taxes due on motor vehicles shall become delinquent following the 22 

earlier of the end of the month in which registration renewal is required by law or 23 

the last day of the second calendar month following the month in which a vehicle 24 

was transferred. 25 

(3) Any taxes which are paid within thirty (30) days of becoming delinquent shall be 26 

subject to a penalty of three percent (3%) on the taxes due. However, this penalty 27 
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shall be waived if the tax bill is paid within five (5) days of the tax bill being 1 

declared delinquent. Any taxes which are not paid within thirty (30) days of 2 

becoming delinquent shall be subject to a penalty of ten percent (10%) on the taxes 3 

due. In addition, interest at an annual rate of fifteen percent (15%) shall accrue on 4 

said taxes and penalty from the date of delinquency. A penalty or interest shall not 5 

accrue on a motor vehicle under dealer assignment pursuant to KRS 186A.220. 6 

(4) When a motor vehicle has been transferred before registration renewal or before 7 

taxes due have been paid, the owner pursuant to KRS 186.010(7)(a) and (c) on 8 

January 1 of any year shall be liable for the taxes on the motor vehicle, except as 9 

hereinafter provided. 10 

(5) If an owner obtains a certificate of registration for a motor vehicle valid through the 11 

last day of his second birth month following the month and year in which he applied 12 

for a certificate of registration, all state, county, city, urban-county government, 13 

school, and special tax district ad valorem tax liabilities arising from the assessment 14 

date following initial registration shall be due and payable on or before the last day 15 

of the first birth month following the assessment date or date of transfer, whichever 16 

is earlier. Any taxes due under the provisions of this subsection and not paid as set 17 

forth above shall be considered delinquent and subject to the same interest and 18 

penalties found in subsection (3) of this section. 19 

(6) For purposes of the state ad valorem tax only, all motor vehicles: 20 

(a) Held for sale by a licensed motor vehicle dealer, including licensed motor 21 

vehicle auction dealers; 22 

(b) That are in the possession of a licensed motor vehicle dealer, including 23 

licensed motor vehicle auction dealers, for sale, although ownership has not 24 

been transferred to the dealer; and 25 

(c) With a salvage title held by an insurance company; 26 

 on January 1 of any year shall not be taxed as a motor vehicle pursuant to KRS 27 
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132.485 but shall be subject to ad valorem tax as goods held for sale in the regular 1 

course of business under the provisions of KRS 132.020(1)(e)[(n)] and 132.220. 2 

(7) Any provision to the contrary notwithstanding, when any ad valorem tax on a motor 3 

vehicle becomes delinquent, the state and each county, city, urban-county 4 

government, or other taxing district shall have a lien on all motor vehicles owned or 5 

acquired by the person who owned the motor vehicle at the time the tax liability 6 

arose. A lien for delinquent ad valorem taxes shall not attach to any motor vehicle 7 

transferred while the taxes are due on that vehicle. For the purpose of delinquent ad 8 

valorem taxes on leased vehicles only, a lien on a leased vehicle shall not be 9 

attached to another vehicle owned by the lessor. 10 

(8) The lien required by subsection (7) of this section shall be filed and released by the 11 

automatic entry of appropriate information in the AVIS database. For the filing and 12 

release of each lien or set of liens arising from motor vehicle ad valorem property 13 

tax delinquency, a fee of two dollars ($2) pursuant to this section shall be added to 14 

the delinquent tax account. The fee shall be collected and retained by the county 15 

clerk who collects the delinquent tax. 16 

(9) The implementation of the automated lien system provided in this section shall not 17 

affect the manner in which commercial liens are recorded or released. 18 

Section 5.   KRS 136.990 is amended to read as follows: 19 

(1) Any corporation that fails to pay its taxes, penalty, and interest as provided in 20 

subsection (2) of KRS 136.050, after becoming delinquent, shall be fined fifty 21 

dollars ($50) for each day the same remains unpaid, to be recovered by indictment 22 

or civil action, of which the Franklin Circuit Court shall have jurisdiction. 23 

(2) Any public service corporation, or officer thereof, that willfully fails or refuses to 24 

make reports as required by KRS 136.130 and 136.140 shall be fined one thousand 25 

dollars ($1,000), and fifty dollars ($50) for each day the reports are not made after 26 

April 30 of each year. 27 
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(3) Any superintendent of schools or county clerk who fails to report as required by 1 

KRS 136.190, or who makes a false report, shall be fined not less than fifty dollars 2 

($50) nor more than one hundred dollars ($100) for each offense. 3 

(4) Any company or association that fails or refuses to return the statement or pay the 4 

taxes required by KRS 136.330 or 136.340 shall be fined one thousand dollars 5 

($1,000) for each offense. 6 

(5) Any insurance company that fails or refuses for thirty (30) days to return the 7 

statement required by KRS 136.330 or 136.340 and to pay the tax required by KRS 8 

136.330 or 136.340, shall forfeit one hundred dollars ($100) for each offense. The 9 

commissioner of insurance shall revoke the authority of the company or its agents to 10 

do business in this state, and shall publish the revocation pursuant to KRS Chapter 11 

424. 12 

(6) Any person who violates subsection (3) of KRS 136.390 shall be fined not less than 13 

one hundred dollars ($100) nor more than five hundred dollars ($500) for each 14 

offense. 15 

(7) Where no other penalty is mentioned for failing to do an act required, or for doing 16 

an act forbidden by this chapter, the penalty shall be not less than ten dollars ($10) 17 

nor more than five hundred dollars ($500). 18 

(8) The Franklin Circuit Court shall have jurisdiction of all prosecutions under 19 

subsections (4) to (6) of this section. 20 

(9) Any person who violates any of the provisions of KRS 136.073[ or KRS 136.090] 21 

shall be subject to the uniform civil penalties imposed pursuant to KRS 131.180. 22 

(10) If the tax imposed by[ KRS 136.070 or] KRS 136.073, whether assessed by the 23 

department or the taxpayer, or any installment or portion of the tax, is not paid on or 24 

before the date prescribed for its payment, interest shall be collected upon the 25 

nonpaid amount at the tax interest rate as defined in KRS 131.010(6) from the date 26 

prescribed for its payment until payment is actually made to the department. 27 
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(11) Any provider who violates the provisions of KRS 136.616(3) shall be subject to a 1 

penalty of twenty-five dollars ($25) per purchaser offense, not to exceed ten 2 

thousand dollars ($10,000) per month.  3 

SECTION 6.   A NEW SECTION OF KRS CHAPTER 139 IS CREATED TO 4 

READ AS FOLLOWS: 5 

No class action may be brought against a marketplace provider on behalf of 6 

purchasers arising from or in any way related to an overpayment of tax collected by the 7 

marketplace provider. This prohibition applies only to sales made as an agent of a 8 

marketplace retailer for which the marketplace provider has remitted all taxes collected 9 

less any deductions or collection allowances allowed under this chapter. 10 

Section 7.   KRS 139.010 is amended to read as follows: 11 

As used in this chapter, unless the context otherwise provides: 12 

(1) (a) "Admissions" means the fees paid for: 13 

1.[(a)] The right of entrance to a display, program, sporting event, music 14 

concert, performance, play, show, movie, exhibit, fair, or other 15 

entertainment or amusement event or venue; and 16 

2.[(b)] The privilege of using facilities or participating in an event or 17 

activity, including but not limited to: 18 

a.[1.] Bowling centers; 19 

b.[2.] Skating rinks; 20 

c.[3.] Health spas; 21 

d.[4.] Swimming pools; 22 

e.[5.] Tennis courts; 23 

f.[6.] Weight training facilities; 24 

g.[7.] Fitness and recreational sports centers; and 25 

h.[8.] Golf courses, both public and private; 26 

 regardless of whether the fee paid is per use or in any other form, 27 
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including but not limited to an initiation fee, monthly fee, membership 1 

fee, or combination thereof. 2 

(b) "Admissions" does not include: 3 

1. Any fee paid to enter or participate in a fishing tournament; 4 

2. Any fee paid for the usage of a boat ramp for the purpose of allowing 5 

boats to be launched into or hauled out from the water; or 6 

3. The portion of the fee that is attributable to a donation to a 7 

fundraising event held by a nonprofit organization if the amount of 8 

donation is separately stated, from the cost of the tangible personal 9 

property, digital property, or services received, on the ticket of 10 

admission or similar document given to the purchaser; 11 

(2) "Advertising and promotional direct mail" means direct mail the primary purpose of 12 

which is to attract public attention to a product, person, business, or organization, or 13 

to attempt to sell, popularize, or secure financial support for a product, person, 14 

business, or organization. As used in this definition, "product" means tangible 15 

personal property, an item transferred electronically, or a service; 16 

(3) "Business" includes any activity engaged in by any person or caused to be engaged 17 

in by that person with the object of gain, benefit, or advantage, either direct or 18 

indirect; 19 

(4) "Commonwealth" means the Commonwealth of Kentucky; 20 

(5) "Department" means the Department of Revenue; 21 

(6) (a) "Digital audio-visual works" means a series of related images which, when 22 

shown in succession, impart an impression of motion, with accompanying 23 

sounds, if any. 24 

(b) "Digital audio-visual works" includes movies, motion pictures, musical 25 

videos, news and entertainment programs, and live events. 26 

(c) "Digital audio-visual works" shall not include video greeting cards, video 27 
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games, and electronic games; 1 

(7) (a) "Digital audio works" means works that result from the fixation of a series of 2 

musical, spoken, or other sounds. 3 

(b) "Digital audio works" includes ringtones, recorded or live songs, music, 4 

readings of books or other written materials, speeches, or other sound 5 

recordings. 6 

(c) "Digital audio works" shall not include audio greeting cards sent by electronic 7 

mail; 8 

(8) (a) "Digital books" means works that are generally recognized in the ordinary and 9 

usual sense as books, including any literary work expressed in words, 10 

numbers, or other verbal or numerical symbols or indicia if the literary work is 11 

generally recognized in the ordinary or usual sense as a book. 12 

(b) "Digital books" shall not include digital audio-visual works, digital audio 13 

works, periodicals, magazines, newspapers, or other news or information 14 

products, chat rooms, or Web logs; 15 

(9) (a) "Digital code" means a code which provides a purchaser with a right to obtain 16 

one (1) or more types of digital property. A "digital code" may be obtained by 17 

any means, including electronic mail messaging or by tangible means, 18 

regardless of the code's designation as a song code, video code, or book code. 19 

(b) "Digital code" shall not include a code that represents: 20 

1. A stored monetary value that is deducted from a total as it is used by the 21 

purchaser; or 22 

2. A redeemable card, gift card, or gift certificate that entitles the holder to 23 

select specific types of digital property; 24 

(10) (a) "Digital property" means any of the following which is transferred 25 

electronically: 26 

1. Digital audio works; 27 
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2. Digital books; 1 

3. Finished artwork; 2 

4. Digital photographs; 3 

5. Periodicals; 4 

6. Newspapers; 5 

7. Magazines; 6 

8. Video greeting cards; 7 

9. Audio greeting cards; 8 

10. Video games; 9 

11. Electronic games; or 10 

12. Any digital code related to this property. 11 

(b) "Digital property" shall not include digital audio-visual works or satellite 12 

radio programming; 13 

(11) (a) "Direct mail" means printed material delivered or distributed by United States 14 

mail or other delivery service to a mass audience or to addressees on a mailing 15 

list provided by the purchaser or at the direction of the purchaser when the 16 

cost of the items are not billed directly to the recipient. 17 

(b) "Direct mail" includes tangible personal property supplied directly or 18 

indirectly by the purchaser to the direct mail retailer for inclusion in the 19 

package containing the printed material. 20 

(c) "Direct mail" does not include multiple items of printed material delivered to 21 

a single address; 22 

(12) "Directly used in the manufacturing or industrial processing process" means the 23 

process within a plant facility that commences with the movement of raw materials 24 

from storage into a continuous, unbroken, integrated process and ends when the 25 

finished product is packaged and ready for sale; 26 

(13) "Extended warranty services" means services provided through a service contract 27 
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agreement between the contract provider and the purchaser where the purchaser 1 

agrees to pay compensation for the contract and the provider agrees to repair, 2 

replace, support, or maintain tangible personal property or digital property 3 

according to the terms of the contract if: 4 

(a) The service contract agreement is sold or purchased on or after July 1, 2018; 5 

and 6 

(b) The tangible personal property or digital property for which the service 7 

contract agreement is provided is subject to tax under this chapter or under 8 

KRS 138.460; 9 

(14) (a) "Finished artwork" means final art that is used for actual reproduction by 10 

photomechanical or other processes or for display purposes. 11 

(b) "Finished artwork" includes: 12 

1. Assemblies; 13 

2. Charts; 14 

3. Designs; 15 

4. Drawings; 16 

5. Graphs; 17 

6. Illustrative materials; 18 

7. Lettering; 19 

8. Mechanicals; 20 

9. Paintings; and 21 

10. Paste-ups; 22 

(15) (a) "Gross receipts" and "sales price" mean the total amount or consideration, 23 

including cash, credit, property, and services, for which tangible personal 24 

property, digital property, or services are sold, leased, or rented, valued in 25 

money, whether received in money or otherwise, without any deduction for 26 

any of the following: 27 
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1. The retailer's cost of the tangible personal property,[ or] digital property, 1 

or services sold; 2 

2. The cost of the materials used, labor or service cost, interest, losses, all 3 

costs of transportation to the retailer, all taxes imposed on the retailer, or 4 

any other expense of the retailer; 5 

3. Charges by the retailer for any services necessary to complete the sale; 6 

4. Delivery charges, which are defined as charges by the retailer for the 7 

preparation and delivery to a location designated by the purchaser 8 

including transportation, shipping, postage, handling, crating, and 9 

packing; 10 

5. Any amount for which credit is given to the purchaser by the retailer, 11 

other than credit for tangible personal property or digital property traded 12 

when the tangible personal property or digital property traded is of like 13 

kind and character to the property purchased and the property traded is 14 

held by the retailer for resale; and 15 

6. The amount charged for labor or services rendered in installing or 16 

applying the tangible personal property, digital property, or service sold. 17 

(b) "Gross receipts" and "sales price" shall include consideration received by the 18 

retailer from a third party if: 19 

1. The retailer actually receives consideration from a third party and the 20 

consideration is directly related to a price reduction or discount on the 21 

sale to the purchaser; 22 

2. The retailer has an obligation to pass the price reduction or discount 23 

through to the purchaser; 24 

3. The amount of consideration attributable to the sale is fixed and 25 

determinable by the retailer at the time of the sale of the item to the 26 

purchaser; and 27 
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4. One (1) of the following criteria is met: 1 

a. The purchaser presents a coupon, certificate, or other 2 

documentation to the retailer to claim a price reduction or discount 3 

where the coupon, certificate, or documentation is authorized, 4 

distributed, or granted by a third party with the understanding that 5 

the third party will reimburse any seller to whom the coupon, 6 

certificate, or documentation is presented; 7 

b. The price reduction or discount is identified as a third-party price 8 

reduction or discount on the invoice received by the purchaser or 9 

on a coupon, certificate, or other documentation presented by the 10

c. The purchaser identifies himself or herself to the retailer as a 12 

member of a group or organization entitled to a price reduction or 13 

discount. A "preferred customer" card that is available to any 14 

patron does not constitute membership in such a group.

(c) "Gross receipts" and "sales price" shall not include: 16 

1. Discounts, including cash, term, or coupons that are not reimbursed by a 17 

third party and that are allowed by a retailer and taken by a purchaser on 18

2. Interest, financing, and carrying charges from credit extended on the sale 20 

of tangible personal property, digital property, or services, if the amount 21 

is separately stated on the invoice, bill of sale, or similar document given 22 

to the purchaser; or 23 

3. Any taxes legally imposed directly on the purchaser that are separately 24 

stated on the invoice, bill of sale, or similar document given to the 25 

purchaser. 26 

(d) As used in this subsection, "third party" means a person other than the 27 
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purchaser; 1 

(16) "In this state" or "in the state" means within the exterior limits of the 2 

Commonwealth and includes all territory within these limits owned by or ceded to 3 

the United States of America; 4 

(17) "Industrial processing" includes: 5 

(a) Refining; 6 

(b) Extraction of minerals, ores, coal, clay, stone, petroleum, or natural gas; 7 

(c) Mining, quarrying, fabricating, and industrial assembling; 8 

(d) The processing and packaging of raw materials, in-process materials, and 9 

finished products; and 10 

(e) The processing and packaging of farm and dairy products for sale; 11 

(18) (a) "Lease or rental" means any transfer of possession or control of tangible 12 

personal property for a fixed or indeterminate term for consideration. A lease 13 

or rental shall include future options to: 14 

1. Purchase the property; or 15 

2. Extend the terms of the agreement and agreements covering trailers 16 

where the amount of consideration may be increased or decreased by 17 

reference to the amount realized upon sale or disposition of the property 18 

as defined in 26 U.S.C. sec. 7701(h)(1). 19 

(b) "Lease or rental" shall not include: 20 

1. A transfer of possession or control of property under a security 21 

agreement or deferred payment plan that requires the transfer of title 22 

upon completion of the required payments; 23 

2. A transfer of possession or control of property under an agreement that 24 

requires the transfer of title upon completion of the required payments 25 

and payment of an option price that does not exceed the greater of one 26 

hundred dollars ($100) or one percent (1%) of the total required 27 
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payments; or 1 

3. Providing tangible personal property and an operator for the tangible 2 

personal property for a fixed or indeterminate period of time. To qualify 3 

for this exclusion, the operator must be necessary for the equipment to 4 

perform as designed, and the operator must do more than maintain, 5 

inspect, or setup the tangible personal property. 6 

(c) This definition shall apply regardless of the classification of a transaction 7 

under generally accepted accounting principles, the Internal Revenue Code, or 8 

other provisions of federal, state, or local law; 9 

(19) (a) "Machinery for new and expanded industry" means machinery: 10 

1. Directly used in the manufacturing or industrial processing process; 11 

2. Which is incorporated for the first time into a plant facility established 12 

in this state; and 13 

3. Which does not replace machinery in the plant facility unless that 14 

machinery purchased to replace existing machinery: 15 

a. Increases the consumption of recycled materials at the plant 16 

facility by not less than ten percent (10%); 17 

b. Performs different functions; 18 

c. Is used to manufacture a different product; or 19 

d. Has a greater productive capacity, as measured in units of 20 

production, than the machinery being replaced. 21 

(b) "Machinery for new and expanded industry" does not include repair, 22 

replacement, or spare parts of any kind, regardless of whether the purchase of 23 

repair, replacement, or spare parts is required by the manufacturer or seller as 24 

a condition of sale or as a condition of warranty; 25 

(20) "Manufacturing" means any process through which material having little or no 26 

commercial value for its intended use before processing has appreciable commercial 27 
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value for its intended use after processing by the machinery; 1 

(21) "Marketplace" means any physical or electronic means through which one (1) or 2 

more retailers may advertise and sell tangible personal property, digital property or 3 

services, or lease tangible personal property or digital property, such as a catalog, 4 

Internet Web site, or television or radio broadcast, regardless of whether the 5 

tangible personal property, digital property, or retailer is physically present in this 6 

state; 7 

(22) (a) "Marketplace provider[facilitator]" means a person, including any affiliate of 8 

the person, who facilitates a retail sale by satisfying subparagraphs 1. and 9 

2. of this paragraph as follows: 10 

1. The person directly or indirectly: 11 

a. Lists, makes available, or advertises tangible personal property, 12 

digital property, or services for sale by a marketplace retailer in a 13 

marketplace owned, operated, or controlled by the person; 14 

b. Facilitates the sale of a marketplace retailer's product through a 15 

marketplace by transmitting or otherwise communicating an 16 

offer or acceptance of a retail sale of tangible personal property, 17 

digital property, or services between a marketplace retailer and a 18 

purchaser in a forum including a shop, store, booth, catalog, 19 

Internet site, or similar forum; 20 

c. Owns, rents, licenses, makes available, or operates any electronic 21 

or physical infrastructure or any property, process, method, 22 

copyright, trademark, or patent that connects marketplace 23 

retailers to purchasers for the purpose of making retail sales of 24 

tangible personal property, digital property, or services; 25 

d. Provides a marketplace for making retail sales of tangible 26 

personal property, digital property, or services, or otherwise 27

and developed by the author or other creator to the specifications of a 25 

specific purchaser; 26 

2. Software designed and developed by the author or other creator to the 27 
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specifications of a specific purchaser when it is sold to a person other 1 

than the original purchaser; or 2 

3. Any portion of prewritten computer software that is modified or 3 

enhanced in any manner, where the modification or enhancement is 4 

designed and developed to the specifications of a specific purchaser, 5 

unless there is a reasonable, separately stated charge on an invoice or 6 

other statement of the price to the purchaser for the modification or 7 

enhancement.  8 

(b) When a person modifies or enhances computer software of which the person 9 

is not the author or creator, the person shall be deemed to be the author or 10 

creator only of the modifications or enhancements the person actually made.

(f) Distribution, transmission, or transportation services for natural gas that is for 5 

storage, use, or other consumption in this state, excluding those services 6 

furnished: 7 

1. For natural gas that is classified as residential use as provided in KRS 8 

139.470(7); or 9 

2. To a seller or reseller of natural gas; 10 

(g) Landscaping services, including but not limited to: 11 

1. Lawn care and maintenance services; 12 

2. Tree trimming, pruning, or removal services; 13 

3. Landscape design and installation services; 14 

4. Landscape care and maintenance services; and 15 

5. Snow plowing or removal services; 16

(3) A service included in paragraphs (g) to (q) in subsection (2) of Section 8 of this 27 
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Act unless the person takes from the purchaser a certificate to the effect that the 1 

property is either: 2 

(a) Purchased for resale according to the provisions of Section 10 of this Act; 3 

or 4 

(b) Purchased through a fully completed certificate of exemption or fully 5 

completed Streamlined Sales and Use Tax Agreement Certificate of 6 

Exemption in accordance with Section 10 of this Act. 7 

Section 10.   KRS 139.270 is amended to read as follows: 8 

(1) The resale certificate, certificate of exemption, or Streamlined Sales and Use Tax 9 

Agreement Certificate of Exemption relieves the retailer or seller from the burden 10 

of proof if the retailer or seller: 11 

(a) Within ninety (90) days after the date of sale: 12 

1. Obtains a fully completed resale certificate, certificate of exemption, or 13

(c) Any retailer soliciting orders for tangible personal property, digital property, 25 

or an extended warranty service from residents of this state on a continuous, 26 

regular, or systematic basis in which the solicitation of the order, placement of 27 
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the order by the customer or the payment for the order utilizes the services of 1 

any financial institution, telecommunication system, radio or television 2 

station, cable television service, print media, or other facility or service 3 

located in this state; 4 

(d) Any retailer deriving receipts from the lease or rental of tangible personal 5 

property situated in this state; 6 

(e) Any retailer soliciting orders for tangible personal property, digital property, 7 

or an extended warranty service from residents of this state on a continuous, 8 

regular, systematic basis if the retailer benefits from an agent or representative 9 

operating in this state under the authority of the retailer to repair or service 10 

tangible personal property or digital property sold by the retailer; 11 

(f) Any retailer located outside Kentucky that uses a representative in Kentucky, 12 

either full-time or part-time, if the representative performs any activities that 13 

help establish or maintain a marketplace for the retailer, including receiving or 14 

exchanging returned merchandise; or 15 

(g) 1. Any remote retailer selling tangible personal property or digital property 16 

delivered or transferred electronically to a purchaser in this state, 17 

including retail sales facilitated by a marketplace provider on behalf 18 

of the remote retailer, if: 19 

a.[1.] The remote retailer sold tangible personal property or digital 20 

property that was delivered or transferred electronically to a 21 

purchaser in this state in two hundred (200) or more separate 22 

transactions in the previous calendar year or the current calendar 23

b.[2.] The remote retailer's gross receipts derived from the sale of 25

or more marketplace retailers that in any sales combination exceeds one 17 

hundred thousand dollars ($100,000) or reaches two hundred (200) or more 18 

separate transactions in the immediately preceding calendar year or current 19 

calendar year shall be subject to this section. 20 

(b) The marketplace provider shall: 21 

1. Register for a sales and use tax permit number to report and remit the 22 

tax due on the marketplace provider's sales; 23 

2. Register for a separate sales and use tax permit number to report and 24 

remit the tax due on sales it facilitates for one (1) or more marketplace 25 

retailers; and 26 

3. Collect tax imposed under this chapter; 27 
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 by the first day of the calendar month that begins no later than thirty (30) 1 

days after either threshold in paragraph (a) of this subsection is reached. 2 

(c) The marketplace provider shall collect Kentucky tax on the entire sales 3 

price or purchase price paid by a purchaser on each retail sale subject to tax 4 

under this chapter that is made or facilitated by the marketplace provider, 5 

regardless of whether the marketplace retailer would have been required to 6 

collect the tax had the retail sale not been facilitated by the marketplace 7 

provider. 8 

(3) (a) A marketplace provider shall be relieved of liability under subsection (2) of 9 

this section for failure to collect and remit the tax due on a specific retail 10 

sale that was facilitated for a marketplace retailer if the marketplace 11

(b) If the marketplace provider is relieved of the liability for a specific retail 20 

sale under paragraph (a) of this subsection, the marketplace retailer and 21 

purchaser shall be jointly and severally liable for the amount of uncollected, 22 

unpaid , or unremitted tax; 23 

(4) Nothing in this section shall be construed to relieve any person of liability for 24 

collecting but failing to remit the taxes imposed under this chapter. 25 

(5) The marketplace provider is an agent of any marketplace retailer making retail 26 

sales through a marketplace of the marketplace provider[Except as provided in 27 
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subsection (8) of this section, every retailer that: 1 

1. Is making sales of tangible personal property or digital property from a 2 

place outside this state for storage, use, or other consumption in this 3 

state; and 4 

2. Is not required to collect the use tax under KRS 139.340; 5 

 shall notify the purchaser that the purchaser is required to report and pay the 6 

Kentucky use tax directly to the department on purchases from that retailer 7 

unless the purchases are otherwise exempt under this chapter. 8 

(b) The required use tax notification shall be readily visible and shall be included 9 

on the retailer's Internet Web site, retail catalog, and invoices provided to the 10 

purchaser, as provided in subsection (4) of this section. 11 

(c) A retailer shall not advertise, state, display, or imply on the retailer's Internet 12 

Web site or retail catalog that there is no Kentucky tax due on the purchases 13 

made from the retailer. 14 

(3) The use tax notification required by subsection (2) of this section shall contain the 15 

following language: 16 

(a) "The retailer is not required to and does not collect Kentucky sales or use 17 

tax."; 18 

(b) "The purchase may be subject to Kentucky use tax unless the purchase is 19 

exempt from taxation in Kentucky."; 20 

(c) "The purchase is not exempt merely because it is made over the Internet, by 21 

catalog, or by other remote means."; and 22

(a) Internet Web site page necessary to facilitate an online sales transaction; 6 

(b) Electronic order confirmation or, if an electronic order confirmation is not 7 

issued, the required use tax notification shall be included on the purchase 8 

order, invoice, bill, receipt, sales slip, order form, or packing statement; and 9 

(c) Catalog order form, purchase order, invoice, bill, receipt, sales slip, or packing 10 

statement. 11 

(5) If the retailer provides a prominent reference to a supplemental page in the retailer's 12 

catalog or on the retailer's Internet Web site, or provides a prominent electronic 13 

linking notice on the retailers' Internet Web site, that states, "See important 14 

Kentucky sales and use tax information regarding tax you may owe directly to the 15 

Commonwealth of Kentucky," and that supplemental page or electronic link 16 

contains the required use tax notification language as provided in subsection (3) of 17 

this section, the retailer is relieved from the requirements of subsection (4) of this 18 

section. 19 

(6) If the retailer is required to provide a similar use tax notification for another state in 20 

addition to the use tax notification required by this section, the retailer may provide 21 

a consolidated notification if the consolidated notification meets the requirements of 22 

this section. 23 

(7) Except for the notification requirement on invoices in subsection (4)(c) of this 24 

section, subsections (2) to (8) of this section shall also apply to online auction Web 25 

sites. For purposes of this section, "online auction Web site" means a collection of 26 

Internet Web pages that allows persons to display tangible personal property or 27 
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digital property for sale that is purchased through a competitive process where 1 

participants place bids with the highest bidder purchasing the item when the bidding 2 

period ends. 3 

(8) Any retailer that made total gross sales of less than one hundred thousand dollars 4 

($100,000) to Kentucky residents or businesses located in Kentucky, and that 5 

reasonably expects that its Kentucky sales in the current calendar year will be less 6 

than one hundred thousand dollars ($100,000), shall be exempt from subsections (2) 7 

to (8) of this section].

(39) "Manufacturer" means a winery, distiller, rectifier, or brewer, and any other person 13 

engaged in the production or bottling of alcoholic beverages; 14 

(40) "Minor" means any person who is not twenty-one (21) years of age or older; 15 

(41) "Moist" means a territory in which a majority of the electorate voted to permit 16 

limited alcohol sales by any one (1) or a combination of special limited local option 17 

elections authorized by KRS 242.022, 242.123, 242.1238, 242.124, 242.1242, 18 

242.1243, 242.1244, or 242.1292; 19 

(42) "Population" means the population figures established by the federal decennial 20 

census for a census year of the current yearly population estimates prepared by the 21 

Kentucky State Data Center, Urban Studies Center of the University of Louisville, 22 

Louisville, Kentucky, for all other years; 23 

(43) "Premises" means the land and building in and upon which any business regulated 24 

by alcoholic beverage statutes is operated or carried on. "Premises" shall not include 25 

as a single unit two (2) or more separate businesses of one (1) owner on the same 26 

lot or tract of land, in the same or in different buildings if physical and permanent 27

(73) "Winery" means any place or premises in which wine is manufactured from any 1 

fruit, or brandies are distilled as a by-product of wine or other fruit, or cordials are 2 

compounded, except a place or premises that manufactures wine for sacramental 3 

purposes exclusively.

nontransferable credit shall be allowed for: 13 

(a) Any electric power company subject to tax under KRS 136.120 and certified 14 

as a clean coal facility or any taxpayer that owns or operates a clean coal 15 

facility and purchases eligible coal that is used by the taxpayer in a certified 16

(b) A parent company of an entity identified in paragraph (a) of this subsection if 18 

the subsidiary is wholly owned. 19 

(3) (a) The credit may be taken against the taxes imposed by: 20 

1.[ KRS 136.070; 21

2.[3.] KRS 141.020 or 141.040, and 141.0401. 23 

(b) The credit shall not be carried forward and must be used on the tax return filed 24 

for the period during which the eligible coal was purchased. The Energy and 25

Failure to provide 9 

information to the Department of Revenue in a manner prescribed by regulation 10 

may constitute the forfeiture of available credits to all partners, members, or 11 

shareholders associated with the pass-through entity. 12 

(8) The taxpayer shall maintain all records associated with the credit for a period of five 13 

(5) years. Acceptable verification of eligible coal purchased shall include invoices 14 

that indicate the tons of eligible coal purchased from a Kentucky supplier of coal 15 

and proof of remittance for that purchase. 16 

(9) The Department of Revenue shall develop the forms required under this section, 17 

specifying the procedure for claiming the credit, and applying the credit against the 18 

taxpayer's liability in the order provided under subsections (6) and (7) of this 19 

section.

(b) Once certified, qualified investors may make investments in qualified small 17 

businesses, and may apply to the authority for a credit in return for making the 18 

investment if that investment qualifies under KRS 154.20-234. 19 

(4) Any qualified investment made in a qualified small business under KRS 154.20-230 20 

to 154.20-240 shall be used by that business, insofar as possible, to leverage 21 

additional capital investments from other sources. 22

An investor may first claim the credit granted in subsection (1) of this 25 

section in the year following the year in which the credit is granted. 26
